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4d. The following plants in the lloravs'm Ostrava area are envared in secret 
production: 


a. The forrer Richard Trneir nlant, located at Kuntice nad Ostravict. (449 '48n) (8: Be 
1) Before ‘lorld ‘lar TI, Richard "rneir had an electrical shop in 
Kuneice, where he wade rerairs on electrical accessories for 
autonobiles., Later he acquired a license for the rroduction 
and installation of neon lights in Ostrava. In 1932-1939, he 
had wuilt a small but modern factory in OstraveeKuneice and 
addec. electric enzines to his production. During Uorld Yar II 
‘rncir applied for German eitizenship. After the var the fac 
tory was nationalized and rroduetion vas halted until 1948. 


2) In 1948 the factory was reachivated and seeret production was 
bomun. Sinee 1949 the factory has been puarded by the SUB and the 
militia. ‘ork is done in three shifte. (The production of 
electric engines was discontinued and according to unconfirmed 
reports radar parts are being produced ] 


b. The Emil Bojda factory of electrical aprliances at Chuchelna near Opava. 


1) This factory was built in 1925 ap a tobacco factory to relicve the 
unenmloynent in the lucin resion. Dering Verid Yar II the Gornane 


converted it into an armunition nlant, and during the last phase of 
the war the factory ims danagzed and vas later strirped by the Rus- 
sians. In 1946 the itinistry of Tinance rented this factory to the 
Viesniewsky company of Ostrava-Iova Vas for ten years » and the nro= 
duction of cords and cables ws started. In the epring of 1948 thie 
conpany had to evacuate the buildinc, which vas then renovated by 
the Czech Buildine Enternrises. 


2) In duly 1948, when this renovation ws completed, the nationalized 
. corporation Bojda from ‘Trebovice near Moravaka Ustrava ume trans- 
ferred to the factory. At one time the TALS produced electric 
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heaters and radiators, and during Yorld Yar II it wea incorporated 
inte the armanent provran, alleredly producing parts for "V" weapons. 
Righty employees of the Bojda company, together with some furniture, 
were moved to Chuchelna, and at the present time the factory enrloys 
about 309 workers woo are working at full speed. The factory is 
fuarded by the SNB and the militia. Production Is claimed to consist 
of electric stoves and heaters, but this appears to be a camouflare 
of the actual production since the local isabor office does not allow 
any employees of the Bojda firm to change their jo%s.
